DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed on 1 2/28/09 has been received and made of record. As 
requested, claims 1-2, 6, 12-14 and 19 have been cancelled. 

2. Claims 3-5, 8-11,1 5-1 8 and 20-22 are pending in the instant application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The indicated allowability of claim 8 is withdrawn in view of the newly discovered 
reference(s) to Connelly. Rejections based on the newly cited reference(s) follow. 

4. Claims 3-5, 7,9-11,15-18 and 20-22 are allowed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

6. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 
No. 3,220,406 ("Connelly") 

As regards claim 8, Connelly discloses a cervical collar that anticipates 
applicant's presently claimed invention. More specifically, Connelly discloses a device 
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to immobilize the head, neck and upper torso of a patient, the device comprising 
a) a first substrate (38) adapted to support the back of the patient's head wherein 
said first substrate is in slidable communication with a pliable material (46,48) 
adapted to contact an occipital skull region of the patient; b) a second substrate (12) in 
communication with the first substrate, whereby the second substrate is adapted to 
encircle the patient's neck; and c)a third substrate (24) in communication with the 
second substrate, whereby the third substrate is adapted to contact the patient's chest. .
